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City Adm. negotiates for 
lower bills for Clinton

When the Clinton City Council 
came together on Monday night, City 
Administrator Allen Poole brought 
cheerful news for the holidays. Poole 
announced that he had negotiated with 
Kentucky Utilities about the rates for 
the water treatment plant in Clinton. 
According to Poole, the base demand 
charge (the amount they tac onto the bill 
before any electricity is used) of about 
$800 per month has been eliminated. 
This should save the city around $9,600 
per year. 

Poole also stated that Murray Paving 
Inc. told him that they will not be able 
to do the paving they had scheduled 
in Clinton until spring, and that they 
would still honor the same bid. 

Clinton Police Chief Snapper 
Seaton’s police report showed that 
citations were low, and that there had 
been some complaints of suspicious 
activity. Seaton said that the low 
amount of citations was because of 
the holiday season. He said that the 
complaints of suspicious activity were 
because of people prowling around late 
at night. More break-ins occur around 
Christmas, and people get nervous 
when they see people out late at night. 


Funding for the ambulance service 
was on the agenda again, although 
action was tabled until the January 
meeting. 

The city council voted to make 
Dunlore Lane and one-way street, 
northbound being the way, between 
South St. and West Jackson. The 
reasoning for the decision is that when 
the road was built, vehicles were not as 
large as there are now, and that the road 
is not big enough for two vehicles to 
cross on. Howard Dillard voted against 
the action. 

The councilmembers were sworn 
into office, and Councilwoman Betty 
Morrow made a motion to adjourn. 
The motion passed unanimously.

Discovery Park of 
America to open in 2013 

Unique $100 million attraction to boost education , economy 
and tourism in rural Tennessee

Discovery Park of America 
is a multi-million dollar new 
educational and tourist attraction 
located in Union City, TN, that 
is being built adjacent to the 
new Interstate 69. Union City is 
a small town of approximately 
11,000 people located in a rural 
area of West Tennessee (Obion 
County). The former stomping 
grounds of Davy Crockett and 
the site of one of the world’s 
natural wonders, Reelfoot 
Lake, this mostly rural area is 
an unlikely site for an attraction 
of this caliber and scope. 

The new Discovery Park 
of America is expected to be 
a major boost for the local 
economy and tourism by 
providing an attraction that has 
been described as “Smithsonian- 
like” and offering experiences 
normally found only in large 
metropolitan cities. In addition 
to Discovery Park of America’s 
significant educational value, 
this attraction has several 
exhibits and experiences with 
high entertainment value. For 
example, visitors can enjoy 
thrilling theater experiences, 
slide down the 32-foot leg of a 
giant human body structure, see 
a replica of the Liberty Bell, or 
tour an old settlement village. 

This highly ambitious $100 
million project is primarily 
financed by the Robert E. and 
Jenny D. Kirkland Foundation, 
and it fulfills a personal vision 
of Robert Kirkland, a native 
son of Union City. To date, 
the Kirkland Foundation has 
committed approximately $70 
million for the construction 
of the Discovery Park, and 
has committed several million 
dollars to support future 
expansion and operation of the 
Park. 

With closure of the county’s 
largest employer in 2011, 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company’s production plant, 
the soon-to-open Discovery 
Park of America is expected 
to be a long-term boost to the 
economy. With the employment 
of 30-35 full time staff and 
dozens of part-time staff, in 
addition to thousands of annual 
visitors to the park, the estimated 
economic impact is projected 
to be approximately $15 
million annually. Construction 
economic impact will total 
more than $150 million. 

“This area was a wonderful 
place to grow up,” says, Robert 
Kirkland. “My family’s focus 
on education and hard work 
provided the foundation for my 
success. People here are hard¬ 
working and intelligent and 
deserve a great future. It was 
my goal to build a permanent 


venue to enhance education 
for children as well as adults 
and to do it in an entertaining 
way for all ages. I hope it will 
be a destination that people 
will visit again and again and 
walk away each time having 
learned something new about 
our universe, our planet, culture 
in other parts of the world, the 
unique history of our region, 
people that made our country 
great and with an expectation 
for continued innovation.” 

This ambitious project began 
with a directive by Kirkland for 
architects to design a building 
that will “possibly stop traffic 
at 70 mph.” His goal was for a 
design that was so unique and 
unexpected that it would arouse 
the curiosity of area residents 
and travelers along the newly 
constructed Interstate 69 and 
compel travelers to visit. After 
a lengthy search, the foundation 
selected Verner Johnson, Inc., 
a Boston-based architectural 
firm that specializes in museum 
designs. Verner Johnson, has 
designed over 200 museums 
throughout the world. 

Verner Johnson presented 
theultra-modern design as a 
turnkey project that included 
two exhibit partners. New 
York City based Thine Design, 
recognized for their work on the 
new 9/11 Memorial Museum at 
the new World Trade Center, 
was retained to develop the 
concept for the exhibit galleries 
in Discovery Center. Exhibit 
fabricator, Maltbie, a New 
Jersey firm with over 300 
permanent exhibitions to their 
credit, was hired to build the 
exhibits in Discovery Center. 
Louis Sirianni, AIA, LEED 
AP, and the president of Verner 
Johnson, headed the entire 
design project. One of the 
design elements that offered the 


greatest challenge was to build 
a structure that would meet US 
Building Codes for a region with 
the highest seismic category 
because it is only 30 miles from 
the New Madrid fault. 

Discovery Center, the 
centerpiece of Discovery Park 
and the primary exhibit building, 
is now under construction and 
scheduled to be completed 
during the summer of 2013. It is 
a futuristic, ultra-modern glass 
and white aluminum structure 
that features five curved roof 
structures of different shapes 
and heights; anchored by a 
spaceship-style 120-foot tower 
with glass sections in the floor 
of the indoor and outdoor 
observation areas. Visitors 
begin the tour with an exhibit 
about the region’s history 
followed by a trip through the 
ages with the first Americans. 
The three level atrium features 
large dinosaur skeletons 
and other natural history 
exhibits. The nine educational 
galleries in Discovery Center 
include: Regional History, 
Military Trasportation, Native 
Americans, Science, Space and 
Technology, Children’s Gallery, 
Energy, Enlightenment, A 
Cabinet of Curiosities, and 
Natural History. Gallery space 
is also reserved for travelling 
exhibits and art. 

Unique displays include a 
theater that simulates the 1811- 
12 New Madrid Earthquake, 
reportedly some of the most 
violent quakes ever measured 
in North America; a planetary 
tour that takes place on a 30 foot 
diameter 270 degree curved 
screen in the Starship Theater; 
a 20,000 gallon aquarium that 
reveals the underwater life of 
Reelfoot Lake, and a 50-foot 
replica of the human body that 
includes a fun 32-foot slide.

From the moment I cross the 
Tennessee River on Interstate 
24 and head towards the aptly 
named Purchase Parkway, I 
know I’m back on stomping 
grounds. Everything is familiar, 
and, for better or for worse, 
nothing has changed. Well, a 
Walmart has moved here and 
there, but that’s about all. 

Lord Bless the Purchase, 
adopted stepchild of Kentucky. 
It wasn’t fully part of the 
Commonwealth when it became 
a state in 1792. A quarter 
century would pass before 
Andrew Jackson and company 
helped negotiate a buy from 
the Chickasaw Indians that 
gave the frontier bluegrass state 
more ground southwest towards 
the Mississippi. Another quarter 
century later, Fulton County 
was formed, birthed from 
Hickman County, and Hickman 
(the town) was christened the 
county seat. At that time the 
big river ran, sans harbor, right 
at its doorsteps and by the mid 
1800s the loud whistle and 
churn of steamboat traffic could 
be heard, river wake lapping 
ashore in Hickman from the 
paddle wheels of the big boats. 
Thank you, Robert Fulton. 

Tis’ the river that prospered 
early Hickman and Iron Banks, 
and the river that still brings 
some dollars and tourism to the 
Jackson Purchase today. Much 
has happened since the prime 
of the two towns, and much 
to blame for the decline from 
the glory days. Floods, fires, 
and Sam Walton. It’s said you 
never pass through the same 
river twice. I guess the same 


could be said for the towns that 
dot Kentucky’s portion of the 
Great River Road. Here’s an 
American Scenic Byway that 
runs from Minnesota to the Gulf, 
headwaters of the Mississippi 
on down. Wickliffe picks it up 
here on the Mississippi Valley 
Highway of US 51, but I would 
tour the route on Black Friday 
starting with KY 94 at the 
Tennessee line. 

I’ve been down 
this road a time or 
two. 

“Welcome to 
Kentucky.” But 
no river, at least 
in view. Ah, but 
evidence of it, the 
flat bottomland 
unmatched for 
richness in the 
entire state laid out 
before me. Surely 
once host to the 
river as it changed 
course now and then 
over eons. One could argue the 
road actually runs on the great 
“river bed” because at one point 
it probably would have been so. 
Kentucky’s first outpost a couple 
miles north of the refuge is 
Sassafras Ridge. Only a couple 
of vacant buildings and the old 
Western School remind one of 
an earlier time in bottomland 
life. Cotton once king. I would 
turn right towards the river and 
ride atop the old government 
levee towards Hickman. This 
embankment broke and flooded 
much of the area in April, 1912. 
Little Hickman was featured 
for a week on the front page of 
the New York Times along with 
Cairo and other local towns. 
Lost the news cycle a week 
later when the Titanic sank. But 
Hickman would rise from the 
flood waters, build a wall, and 
prosper till the 1940s when the 
Mengal Box Company burned 
to the ground. What’s left 75 


years later are only photographs 
and memories of a once 
wealthy river town. A beautiful 
courthouse, an empty iconic 
hotel, and a literal handful of 
wilting downtown structures 
that once stood for several 
blocks. One can only go forward 
from here, and that’s the motto 
of Fulton County these days. I 
hope they will. 

Onward, the road 
would take me to 
Cayce which marks 
the birthplace of 
famous engineer 
and railroad hero 
Casey Jones, subject 
of numerous folk 
songs and movies 
about his death on 
the tracks in 1900. 
The town Cayce had 
a few old mercantile 
buildings of its own 
next to a trackless 
railroad bed till the 
early 1990s when they 
too would eventually collapse 
and disappear. All that really 
remains now is another old 
school building. I’d continue 
on to Oakton, then Iron Banks. 
Perhaps the most scenic stop 
of all on Kentucky’s portion of 
the Great River Road is found 
at Columbus-Belmont State 
Park. The view of the river 
atop the bluff here is one of 
the best overlooks in the entire 
state. Called the “Gibraltar of 
the West” during the Civil War 
when it served as a Confederate 
fort, Columbus was at several 
times in history considered an 
alternative to Washington for 
the nation’s capitol. Today the 
only government connection 
here is the post office, slated for 
closure soon. 

Wickliffe would be the next 
stop on the route, but first 
through little Berkley. A county 
road here off the path leads to 
a Fish and Wildlife boat ramp 
where one can sample the river 
from a lower angle. Once back 
on the road, I stopped shy of 
Wickliffe at the giant Cross at 
the Confluence on the site of 
old Fort Jefferson. The early 
settlement history of this spot 
dates back to the fort George 
Rogers Clark built in 1789, and 
would later host Lewis and the 
other Clark on their journey 
westward in 1803. The Ohio 
River can be seen in junction 
with the Mississippi here. 
Seemingly all of Kentucky 
draining into the big river at 
this point, with exception to 
the Obion and Bayou de Chien 
further southwest. In season, one 
can stop at Wickliffe Mounds 
State Park and see evidence of a 
once bustling Native American 
Culture here, long before either 
of the Clarks arrived. 

All done tour wise (bridge 
and back) I would return to 
Fulton via the alternate route of 
US 51, but not without a stop 
for catfish at Luke’s Restaurant 
in Arlington. A fixture for well 
over 50 years as a truck stop and 
diner, it still serves the weary 
traveler today. Having been 
filled with my loaves and fishes, 
I thanked my God and went 
home. My true home, on the 
Great River Road. Take a trip in 
your back yard this Christmas. 
This familiar landscape is your 
family, too. And simply asks for 
the gift of another glance.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the Sheriff of Hickman 
County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2011. This financial statement is the responsibility of the Sheriff. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriff’s office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory basis of accounting that demonstrates 
compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the Sheriff for the year ended December 31,2011, in conformity with the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated August 28, 2012 on our consideration of the 
Hickman County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with 
Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

For Kentuckians lately, it’s 
been all about water. Last 
year, too much water resulted 
in a flood. This summer, 
too little water hit us with a 
drought. And now, western 
Kentucky is facing another 
water problem - but this 
time, it’s man-made. 

Every year around this 
time, the Army Corps of 
Engineers restricts the flow 
of the Missouri River into the 
Mississippi River. Usually, 
this is a routine measure 
of little consequence. This 
year, however, the impact 
is significant. The drought 
has left water levels on the 
Mississippi River unusually 
low, and the impoundment of 
water by the Corps is making 
the situation worse - so much 
worse that a critical stretch 
of the River will not be able 
to support barge traffic by 
mid-December. Without 
access to river transit, nearly 
$7 billion in crude oil, coal, 
and agricultural products 
will be held at port while the 
regional economy stutters 
to a halt, causing national 
consequences. 

The Corps claims they 
don’t have the legal authority 
to address this situation. 
Whether or not they have this 
authority is still in dispute, but 
this debate makes one thing 
very clear: the Army Corps 
of Engineers is a bloated, 
blundering bureaucracy, 
causing as many problems as 
it claims to solve, and lacking 
the flexibility and common 
sense to respond to even the 
most obvious of issues. In 
this case, the best action is 
actually no action at all. The 
Corps could just simply do 
nothing, and the rivers would 
continue flowing from the 
Missouri River to the mighty 
Mississippi. 

The Corps’ primary 
civil works mission areas 
are navigation, flood risk 
management, and the 
relatively recent addition 
of ecosystem restoration. 
However, years of 
Congressional earmarking 
have resulted in an over- 
extension of Corps authority 


into areas of hydropower 
generation, harbors and 
ports, recreation, and coastal 
and beach protection. This 
has left the Corps too 
large, overextended, and 
bureaucratically controlled 
to quickly respond and focus 
in the areas they are actually 
needed - and in Kentucky, 
that is flood control and 
navigation. Instead of 
repairing badly needed dams, 
the Corps is building beaches. 
Instead of simply reversing 
their operating procedure 
to allow the Mississippi 
waters to rise to a navigable 
depth, the Army Corps’ 
army of lawyers is placing 
administrative priorities 
above Kentucky commerce. 
This is as unacceptable as it 
is shameful. 

The Corps is operating 
under an outdated and 
overextended management 
system, one that does not 
reflect modem realities. 
Next year, I hope to have the 
opportunity to address these 
issues as Congress considers 
a new Water Resources 
Development bill, which 
will potentially provide 
some sorely needed reform 
opportunities for the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

In the meantime, I am 
continuing to focus on 
maintaining navigation 
to a critical section of the 
Mississippi River. Unless 
the Corps reverses itself, 
nearly 300 million bushels 
of agricultural products will 
be delayed in reaching the 
market, 3.8 million tons of 
coal will be shut in, 5 million 
barrels of domestically 
produced crude oil will be 
replaced by imported crude 
oil, and thousands of jobs will 
be put at risk. The impact of 
this issue is too significant to 
go unaddressed, which is why 
I am engaged with the Corps, 
the office of Gov. Steve 
Beshear, and the Kentucky 
Congressional delegation to 
ensure that the Corps is not 
allowed to turn its back on the 
needs of Western Kentucky, 
the Mississippi River region 
and entire Midwest.
